Ten workmen on the Techwood proj- 
ect saved themselves from probable 
death or severe injuries yesterday by 
crowding into an underground sewer 
when a large section of cement street 
surface under construction on Tech- 
wood drive caved in at Pine street 
and broke a gas line and a water 
main. ; 

The laborers, working about 12 
feet underground, were warned of the 
collapse by several engineers and 
workmen on the surface. There were 


no injuries, according to G. F. Steele, 
engineer on the — 4 He estimated 
the material amage amounts to 
about 35,000. 

A section about 30 by 75 feet fell 
at 11 o'clock yesterday morning while 
WPA laborers were underground lay- 
ing a water pipe. The cave-in occur- 
red in front of one section of the 
housing project, laying bare several 
pipes that feed the Techwood district 
with gas and water. 

The cement street is about six 
inches thick above red clay with pipes 
about 12 feet underground. Steele 
said the cave-in probably was caused 
by collapse of an old red-brick water 
pipe. hen sides of the pipe gave 
away the red clay base apparently 
could not support the cement. 

R. D. Robinson, resident engineer, 
and several other employes, saw the 
cement falling and rushed to the 
nearest opening to warn the men be- 
low. The laborers crowded into the 
pipe they were laying, intended to 
take the place of the one that col- 
lapsed. 

Engineers last night estimated the 
damage to be about $5,000, pointing 
out that heavy or steady rains may 
increase the loss.

to carry on this work during the 
remaining months of this year.

A number of internal reve- 
nue employes who had been at work 
in the processing tax division of that 
department were given leaves with- 
out pay when the processing tax was 
declared unconstitutional and from 
their ranks Page will draw a force 
sufficient to handle the details of the 
security act. 

Approximately 30,000 Georgia em- 
ployers will be subject to the terms 
of the act. Employers hiring eight or 
more workers as much as two days a 
week must pay a 1 per cent pay roll 
tax after the first of the year and 
employes must pay 1 per cent of their 
salaries. 

Georgia will not benefit from the 

rovisions of the act until the legis- 
ature passes laws conforming with 
the federal laws.

CONFEDERATE LEADER, 
RICE A. PIERGE, PASSES 


Tennesseean Was Congress- 
man, Commander-in-Chief 
of Veterans. 


UNION CITY, Tenn., June 12.— 
(P)—Another of Dixie’s “grand old 
men“ joined his comrades in the ranks 
of the Confederate dead today. 

Rice Pierce, 89, who distin- 
guished himself as a soldier, lawyer, 
prosecuting attorney, congressman and 
defender of southern traditions, suc- 
cumbed to a sudden heart attack at 
his home here this morning. 

His declining health prohibited his 
attendance at the annual Confederate 


reunion which closed tonight at 
Shreveport, La. It was the first he 
had missed. 

After several terms as commander 
of Tennessee’s Confederate veterans, 
an honor which brought with it the 
title of “general,” he was chosen on 
June 7, 1934, as commander-in-chief 
of the United Confederate Veterans, 
and contended that no greater honor“ 
could come to any man “than to be 
elected to the office once held by Rob- 
ert E. Lee and Jefferson Davis.” 

An “old-fashioned democrat,” he 
was opposed to the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

He served nine years as attorney 
general of the old twelfth judicial cir- 
cuit of Tennessee, and then 16 years 
(from 1881) in congress as represent- 
ative from old ninth district, where 
he preceded Finis Garrett, and sup- 
ported all democratic measures, and 
helped elect Crisp, of Georgia, as 
speaker. 

Funeral services will be held Sun- 
day afternoon at the Methodist church, 
the Revs, O. C. Wrather, W. B. Cun- 
ningham, E. D. Fritts and E. L. Car- 
nett officiating.

WASHINGTON, June 12—(/ 
A six-month extension in the nation- 
wide system of increased “emergency” 
freight. rates—with some exceptions— 
was granted to railroads today by the 


Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Railroads had asked that the in- 
creased rates, due to expire at the end 
of this month after. more. than 
months’ operation, be continued indef- 
initely. e carriers contended the 
rates had increased the income of a 
financially distressed transportation 
system more than $100,000, in a 
year. 

The federal regulatory body refused 
this request. 

Included in the modification to the 
general simmonth extension order 
were emergency charges on coal and 
iron ore. A 15 per cent surcharge 
on each ton of coal and coke was 
cut to 10 cents. The maximum sur- 
charge on iron ore was lowered from 
10 to 8 cents per ton. 

Emergency charges on unmanufac- 
tured tobacco, flaxseed screenings, 
woods and, ores and concentrates were 
removed and those on iron pyrites, 
stone, pig iron, raw peanuts and 
other products were reduced. 

ial Victory. 

Spokesmen for major railroads here 
said today’s order was a victory, al- 
though partial. 

Members of the commission agreed 
that the decision left the railroad’s 
major problems unsolved. 

Co-ordination suggestions of Jos- 
eph B. Eastman, federal transporta- 
tion co-ordinator, were suggested as 
a move toward permanent rehabilita- 
tion of the railroad industry. East- 
man earlier in the day advanced a 
series of proposals for improvement 
of passenger income of the railroads. 

e majority of the commission in 
allowing the six-month extension said 
they “were not convinced that the 
emergency charges constitute an un- 
due burden upon the traffic upon 
which they are imposed or upon the 
shippers or receivers of such traffic.” 

To Aid Railroads. 

They said the former increase had 
“not prevented a material expansion 
in freight traffic“ and that “to con- 
tinue them for a comparatively: short 
period will add materially to the“ 
net revenues of the railroads“ with- 
out placing an undue burden on the 
shipping public.” 

The carriers were told “these 
charges cannot be regarded as a per- 
manent remédy.” 

Commissioner Aitchison, joined by 
Porter and Tate, termed the exten- 
sion “counter to the mandates of the 
interstate commerce act.” Aitchison 
contended that the increase even “if 
lawful will defeat its own purpose by 
making the rail carriers more vulner- 
able to competition without even tem- 
porarily ‘bettering their real posi- 
tion.“ 


The dissent termed the claimed in- 
crease of 8100. 000,000 revenue “whol- 
ly illusory” saying there had been 
definite evidence the higher rates 
drove business from the railroads to 
competing agencies of transportation. 

“The longer the surcharges go on.“ 
it added, “the greater is the certainty 
that an increasing proportion of the 
traffic will leave the rails.” 

The dissent termed the extension 
“abdication of the duties and powers 
of the commission under the law“ to 
protect the public.

FOR PASSENGERS NEAR 


Pan-AmericanAirways Plans 
Flights in Late 
Summer * 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—(UP) 
Pan-American Airways, whose giant 
flying boats have conquered the Pa- 
cific, plans to start regular passenger 
service between San Franciaga Hono- 
lulu and Manila the iatter part of 
August or the first of September, the 
United Press learned tonight. 

Virtually all of the arrangements 
necessary to the establishment of pas- 
senger service have been completed. 
Department of commerce inspectors 
are riding the air “clippers” to de- 
termine their air-worthiness and 
safety preparatory to the issuance of 
a federal license. 

Pan-American officials themselves 
are satisfied that the time is ripe 
to imaugurate the passenger service. 
The company’s transoceanic mail 
planes have flown the route between 
San Francisco and Manila and re- 
turn, 12 times since the service was 
begun on November 22, 1935. Only 
once was a flying Clipper forced to 
return to its base after it had started 
on a trip. Extremely bad weather once 
last winter forced the Hawaiian 
bound ship to return to its California 
base. 

When the mail service was first 
started, the huge planes experienced 
some engine trouble due to over-heat- 
ing but that difficulty has been reme- 


died. 

Sufficient crews have been trained 
to operate the three Clippers which 
Pan-American has placed on the trans- 
Pacific route. Construction. of hotels 
for passengers at Midway and Wake 
Islands has been completed.

The Wills party planted about a hun- 
dred stooges, or stiffs, as they called 
them then, at strategic points around 
the Garden and when Dempsey came 
down to the ring to take a bow at 
some routine prizefight, the stiffs cued 
off a great clamor of hostility and 
contempt. And, when Wills came 
down the same aisle a few minutes 
later, knowing that he would be bar- 
red from the ring, the stiffs set up a 
terrific holler on behalf of the solemn 
cargo handler who claimed to be the 

ncrowned champion. They damn 
near blew the roof off Madison Square 
Garden for an outlay of $100.

Press Convention Sidelights 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., June 12. 
“A perfect host“ was the unanimous 
opinion expressed today by members 
of the Georgia Press Association as 
they bid farewell to the city after 
having been royally entertained since 
Wednesday. All citizens seemed to en- 
ter into the spirit of the occasion to 
see that all guests were made comfort- 
able and were entertained. They were 
successful, 

Milledgeville is full of historical 
spots, including the old capitol where 
eight governors served and where se- 
cession from the union was voted, by 
a majority of about 60 odd votes. 
What would have been the outcome if 
a little more than half that number 
had voted not to secede and Georgia 
would have stayed in the union? 
Would the other states have fought 
without her, or would that have turn- 
ed the tide against secession and would 
there have been no war? The votes 
of these few men may have cast the 
destiny of the nation and affected the 
history of the world. 


Milledgeville was not downhearted 
when the capitol was removed from 
here to Atlanta. They replaced the 
loss in the capitol buildings with a 
fine military school, operated now by 
Dr. Joe Jenkins, which institution has 
preserved the buildings, while the ex- 
ecutive mansion is occupied by the 
president of the girle’ college here. Dr. 
Guy Wells, who with Mrs. Wells take 
great pride in showing it to visitors. 

After the capitol was moved the 
city then also moved the state peni- 
tentiary, and replaced it with the 
Georgia State College for Women, 
that fine institution that has trained 
so many Georgia girls in the teach- 
ing profession and in home-making 
subjects during the last 40 years. 


Postmaster E. A. Tigner takes great 
pride in showing the flag pole on the 
college grounds. It is 105 feet high 
and is said to be the highest flag 
pole in the world, not supported by 
guy or attendant wires. It is built of 
gas pipes of alternate sizes. 


On the college campus is a tablet 
marking the spot of the birth of Dr. 
Charles H. Herty, Georgia’s most out- 


| standing man citizen, undoubtedly. 


Four small pines are set near the 


| marker, symbols of Dr. Herty's great 
| work in developing pulp from pines, 


which is expected to revolutionize the 
paper making industry in the world 
and result in south pine being used 
to make print paper. Dr. Herty, has 
perhaps more living monuments than 
any citizen in the world, if every pine 
tree is symbolic of his genius. At 
Statesboro there is a tablet on a pine 
tree marking the spot where he first 
placed the “Herty turpentine cup,” 
an improved method of cupping the 
gum from the trees. At Savannah 
is the active monument to Dr. Herty. 
It is thé small plant where he has 
turned pine trees into paper, thus 
proving it can be done.

Threat of Schism Among 
Gray Veterans. 


SHREVEPORT, La., June 12. 
—Gallant old veterans of the fighting 
bands of Forrest, Lee and Jackson, 
stalwarts of the Confederacy in the 
War Between the States ranging in 
years around thé age of 90, engaged 
in verbal battle here today with 
clenched and -pounding fists and 
scowling counterances over secession, 

It was not secession of the south 
in the battle of supremacy of north 
and south in the sixties, but it was 
over secession of west from east as 
go the bounds of the Confederacy be- 
iow the Mason and Dixon line. 

In annual reunion here, the cham- 
pions of the Confederacy west of the 
Mississippi river charged political 
discrimination” on the part of those 
east of the river and rapped their 
fists against a combine“ or “mono 
oly” on the part of the east to retain 
control of the United Confederate Vet- 
erans organization by the defeat in 
yesterday's election of General J. M. 
Claypool, of Missouri, as commander- 
in-chief of the veterans’ organization. 

Virginian Named. 

The official count after a riotous 
scene showed that General Homer I. 
Atkinson, of Petersburg, Va., had been 
elected commander-in-chief over Gen- 
eral Claypool by vote of 272 to 228. 

In the final windup of shouting, 
stomping and clutching of fists by 
the fighting old warriors of Civil War 
strife, General Harry Rene Lee, of 
Nashville, retiring ecommander-in- 
chief, threw his support behind the 
Virginia general. 

Then the westerners, led by Gen- 
eral J. W. Harris, commander of the 
Oklahoma division, charged that 
there was a “sudden and mysterious” 
paying of the dues of the South Caro- 
lina division, U. V. C., which resulted 
in the “casting of the solid block of 
South Carolina’s 135 votes by proxy 
for General Atkinson.” 

General Harris today before the an-

He said he thought action was being 
taken hastily and that the hot heads 
would be cooled and the situation 
would be clarified “in a few weeks.” 

One of the main bones of conten- 
tion in the controversy wae over the 
east re, eating in the chief position. 
General Harris said that both the 
new commander and Lee had served as 
commander, that discrimination was 
being s_own against the west and 
that an understanding about distri- 
bution of honors of the U. C. V. was 
being violated.”

lived with , in Rome, not re- 
turning to Egypt until after his mur- 
der in the senate. 

Three years later the calm of the 
siren of the Nile was to be again 
disturbed by a noble Roman—this time 
the handsome and dashing Mark An- 
tony, who had been appointed ruler 
of Asia and the east. Being sum- 
moned before tony to answer ac- 
cusations of having aided his enemies, 
Cleopatra came sailing to him in “a 
barge wifh gilded stern and outspread 
sails of purple, while oars of silver 
beat time to the music of flutes and 
fifes and harps. She herself lay all 
alone under a canopy of cloth of gold, 
Venus in a picture, and 
beautiful young boys, like painted eu- 

ids, stood on each side to fan her. 

er maids were dressed like sea 
nymphs and graces, some steering at 
the rudder, some working at the 


Antony Tielded to Her Charms. 
As a result of this excursion An- 
tony became her captive instead of 
her captor. “Were Antony serious 
or disposed to mirth,” says Plutarch, 
“she had at any moment some new 
delight or charm to meet his wishes; 
at every turn she was upon him, 
and let him escape her neither by 
day nor by night. She played at 
dice with him, drank with him, 
hunted with him; and when he ex- 
ercised in arms she was there to 
see. 
a result of this adventure An- 
tony divorced his wife, the sister of 


the Emperor 3 which resulted 


in the emperor's declaring war on 
Cleopatra. The “fleet of Antony and 
Cleopatra was ‘defeated by that of 
Augustus when the little queen was 

She fled from the Romans, fol- 
lowed by her lover, who, on hearing 
a 8 report of her death, killed him- 
self. 


Visited Antony’s Tomb. 

To make Augusta’s triumph coni- 
plete it was decreed that Cleopatra 
should be exhibited in Rome, but she 
thwarted these arrangements. Visit- 
ing the monument which sheltered An- 
tony’s tomb, she shut herself up 
therein with only her two maids of 
honor. 
letter, making pathetic entreaties that 
she might be buried in the tomb with 
Antony. Later, when some soldiers 
opened the doors of the ‘monument, 
they found the beautiful Cleopatra 
dead, “lying upon a bed of gold, tet 
out in all her royal ornaments.” Her 
two maids by her side were in a dy- 
ing condition. 

As to how Cleopatra met her death 
has for centuries been one of the rid- 
dies of the sphinx. One story was 
that just before she shut herself in 
the tomb a countryman bearing a 
basket of figs was allowed to pass 
the guards and enter her presence 
with an asp hidden under the fruit. 
By allowing this serpent to sting her 
some say upon the arm, others aver 
upon the bosom—she is alleged to have 
committed suicide. According to an- 
other account, she kept the asp in a 
vase and with a golden spindle tan- 
talized it until it stung her. Another 
story was that she killed herself with 
poison carried in a hollow kin 
— which she wound her wonderful 

air 

Would Have Chosen a Viper. 

But it has been — that if 
she had chosen any serpent to sting 
her it would have been the small 
viper rather than the large asp. More- 
over, it is related that she was found 
dead „without any mark of suspicion 
of poison on her body” and that a 
serpent's bite would have left an un- 
mistakable blemish. Many authorities 
have argued that Cleopatra’s vanity 
would never have allowed her to se- 
lect a mode of death that would have 
disfigured her so frightfully as a ser- 
pent’s sting.

The park is about 100 miles from 
Atlanta.

Work on the corporate tax provi- 
sion, chief point of difference in the 
senate and house versions of the meas- 
ure designed to raise more than 8800, 
000,000 in additional revenue, was de- 
layed until republican members of the 
conference group return from their 
1 national convention in Cleve- 
and. 

The house and senate conferees in 
the capital discussed minor phases of 
the bill today, indicating that the more 
important work may begin tomorrow. 
Possibility of a Sunday meeting to 
speed an agreement was discussed. 

Congress will reconvene Monday 
after a weeks recess, with leaders 
eager for quick action on remaining 
„must measures to make final ad- 
journment possible before the demo- 
cratic national convention. The chief 
obstacles are agreement on the tax 
bill and the $1,425,000,000 relief ap- 
ropriation. The relief bill conferees 
ave not met this week but are ex- 
pected to be able to compromise dif- 
ferences in this measure quickly. 

A prolonged controversy over the 
tax bill might delay adjournment in- 
definitely. The administration is ex- 
pected to make a stiff fight for reten- 
tion of a high penalty tax on undivid- 
ed corporation profits, suggested by 
President Roosevelt to force distribu- 
tion of more corporate earnings into 
taxable dividends. 

The house acted in line with the 
President's demands, approving a 
scale of rates ranging up to 42 1-2 
per cent on undistributed corporate 
profits, but the senate voted to in- 
crease the present corporation income 
tax by 3 per cent and impose only 4 
7 per cent super levy on undivided 
profits. 

Conferees have declined to predict 
what form the eventual compromise 
might take.

GETS ORGANIZED HER 


Large Delegation to Macon 
Convention Is Planned; 
Criticism Is Flayed. 


Fulton county democrats at a mass 
meeting held at Fulton High school 
last night organized to send a large 
delegatgon to the Macon convention 
June 18 to “draft a candidate for gov- 
ernor.” 

Representative Bond Almand, of 
Fulton county, declared “the orgy of 
misrule in this state for three and one- 
half years has made every decent and 
self-respecting man and woman bow 
his head in shame.” Almand and 
Harllee Branch Jr., Atlanta attorney, 
addressed the meeting, presided over 
by A. Steve Nance, chairman of the 
fifth district committee in charge of 
“Se for the convention, 

ndorsing the plan, originated, by 
Philip Weltner, to let “the people 
themselves choose the man they want 
to become a candidate for Governor 
in the democratic primary,” Branch 
said: “Ours is a democracy of catch- 
word and slogans, meaningless and 
ironical. Nominations originate in ho- 
tel rooms or behind closed doors of 
executive offices, campaigns are con- 
ducted: on the plane of circuses and 
in an atmosphere of pettifogging and 
four-flushing. Voting takes place un- 
der circumstances which deny to the 
voter any opportunity to express a 


real choice and which relegate him 
finally to the selection of the lesser 
of two, three or four evils. And the 
performance of public duties is, quite 
naturally, characterized by ineffici- 
ency, indifference and oft-times infi- 
delity.” 

Branch characterized the criticism 
of the Weltner plan, made by Senator 
W. O. Cooper Jr., of Macon, whose 
name he did not mention, as showing 
“an astounding lack of logic and false 
fear.” He said “of course, if it comes 
down to ‘handpicking’ a governor, 1 
would rather have Mr. Weltner do 
the picking for me than to have the 
next Governor picked by a certain 
group of present office holders who 
have virtually admitted that they are 
now engaged in choosing Georgia’s 
next chief executive, their choice to be 
announced either at Danielsville Sat- 
urday or at McRae on July 4. But, 
Mr. Weltner could not ‘handpick’ a 
delegate to the Macon convention on 
June 18, if he wished, and you know 
that, and I know that and our critic 
knows it, too.“ Senator Cooper charged 
that the Weltner convention is “un- 
democratic” and the delegates hand- 
picked.” 

Describing the “kind of governor” 
Georgia does not want, Almand said: 

“Not one who by the use of his veto 
power destroys worthwhile legislation 
at the behest of lobbyists and crooked 
politicians, nor one who has surround- 
ed himself with men who levy tribute 
on those seeking business with the 
state and on unfortunates seeking pa- 
roles and pardons.” 

Nance said that the qualifications 
of delegates to the Macon convention 
are “that they must be opposed to 
the present administration in Georgia 
and willing to attend the convention 
with open minds, free to choose as 
the convention’s candidate the man 
best qualified for governor.” 

Authorization was given by the 
meeting to empower the executive com- 
mittee recently named at a preliminary 
fifth district conference, to certify as 
delegates to the convention those who 
met the qualifications and desire to 
attend. The executive committee was 
also elected delegates. The commit- 
tee includes Nance, Dan Duke, S. P. 
Gentry, J. A. Harper, Mrs. F. E. Mat- 
thews, L. E. Chaloner, John W. Cren- 
shaw, Charles J. Currie, Frank I.. 
Constangy, C. L. Lochridge, Mrs. M. 
. Tilley, W. L. Brady Jr. and Guy 
Holcombe. ! 

Credentials, signed by the district 
or county chairman and countersigned 
by Weltner are being issued elected 
delegates, entitling them to seats on 
the convention floor.
